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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The 
patents to Baranauskas, Boylan et al., Palacios et al., and Zoccolillo et al. 
disclose card games wherein a player is dealt a hand of cards. If any of the 
player's cards match other cards that are dealt from a deck, the player's 
matching cards are discarded. The patent to Yuan discloses a card game 
wherein each player places a Hi or a Lo wager on either a dealer hand or a 
player hand, then a dealer initially deals four cards to the player hand and four 
cards to the dealer hand. 

None of the cited reference alone or in combination teach the claimed 
"dealing a hand of cards to each Player and a face down hand of cards to the 

Dealer; revealing cards of the Dealer's hand of cards for each Player to 

view; each Player discarding each card in their hand of cards that has a 
rank equal to the rank of revealed cards in said Dealer's hand of cards; 
computing a sum of point values of a Player's remaining hand of cards"
